THE TEACHER’S STATUS AND 
WORK. 


DR. STARKIB’S LETTER. 

The Irish National Teachers, in annual Con- 
gross, resumed their deliberations for the third | 
day yesterday at the Mansion House, Dublin, 
Mr. James Cunningham, J.P., the President for 
this year, being in the chair. 

The early portion of the sitting was held in 


private. 
PROFESSOR CULVERWELL ON 
EDUCATION GRANTS. - 

Professor Culverwell, F.T.C.D., delivered an 
address, in which he dealt with the status of 
the teacher and his work. Haying alluded to 
the low salary—he called it a wage-—which the 
Irish teachers received, he said that of all the 
scandals connected with salaries the greatest 
would seem to be that of the whole-time junior 
assistant mistresses, whose salaries range trom 
£20 to £28 a year. Beyond all doubt, the 
financial status of the teacher was far below 
what it should be for so important and honour- 
able a profession. Nor was the professional 
status of the teacher any more attractive. 
Rather was it less so. He was placed in a posi- 
tion of marked inferiority to the inspectors. 
Dr. Starkie, in his very candid evidence before 
the late Viceregal Commission, said: “ You 
must trust the inspector.” There was much to 
be said for that, but why not carry it a little 
further, and say, “You must trust the 
teacher"? (Hear, hear.) The best way to 
make men worthy of trust was to trust them. 
In this respect there was a very striking difler- 
ence between the practices of the Scottish and of 
the Irish Departments of Education. The

INCREASE OF SALARTES DEMANDED. 

Mr. Todd (for Mr. Isaac McLoughlin) moved 
the resolution that the demand for a large, per- 
manent, and all-round increase in the salaries of 
teachers had, through the operation of the war, 
and by reason of the utter inadequacy of the 
war bonus granted in 1916, become the most 
urgent need of Irish education, and instructing 
the Executive Committee to take at once all the | 
steps necessary to enforce it. 

Mr. T. RR, O'Donoghue seconded. 

Mr. Judge moved an amendment demanding 
that the presnt system of pay and promovion 
be abolished, and that the following scheme to 
operate retrospectively be substituted and 
brought into operation at once—initial salary of 
principals and assistants, £120 per annum, ris- 
ing during efficient service by £5 annually until 
£180 is reached, and by annual increment of £10 
up to £250; principals to be paid in addition an 
annual grant as per following scale—average 
number on rolls is to 50, £20, and £10 for 
every additional 25 on rolls until the maximum 
crant of £80 is reached. Junior teachers’ iniual 
salary to be £52 until £60 is reached. 

Miss Mahon seconded, and suggested the fol- 
lowing addendum to the amendment which Mr. 
Judge agreed to:—"“ That the women teachers 
be remunersted on as high a scale as the men 
teachers of the same status.” |

Plastic Methods im Education" for the benefit 
of teachers attending the annual Congress at 
the Mansion House and all those interested in 
elucation. In the course of his remarks, which 
were illustrated by demonstrations of Plastic 
modelling and lantern slides. the lecturer dealt 

felting from the educational rather than 
the pictorial akle, and in its instruetive aspect-— 
a class of work to whieh the Board of Educa- 
tion in England was devoting a good deal of 
attention. He discussed “ Playties’’ in 
modelling rather in the light of manual training 
a Uae .

Alliance as a whole. 

The War Department at Washington has 
issued a call for half a million volunteers. 
Whether even a small body of regulars 
can be spared from the task of shaping 
the new armies in order that the American 
flag may make an immediate appearance 
on the European battlefields is still un- 
decided. The Government, in any case, 
appears to be conscious that naval 
measures are the indispensable preliminary 
to any effective military intervention. Mr. 
Lloyd George suggested yesterday the cal- 
culations—or miscalculations—which were 
doubtless present in Marshal von Hinden- 
burg’s mind when he goaded the United 
States into war. He reckons that the 
United States can send no considerable 
force to Europe within a year, and that 
by that time the submarine campaign will 
have ended the war in Germanys favour.

The Press Association's Special Correspon- 
dent at Headquarters, ielegraphing yesterday, 
savs :'— 

Che British Army is undaunted by the un- 
toward weather None of the oldest in- 
habitants of this part of France. can remember 
such a. protracted April storm as we have had 
Since practically tie very moment our armies 
launched their victorious new assaults upon 
the enemy last Monday morning. The 
weather necessarily has to be very .bad to gel 
a place of prominence in the daily communi- 
jucs, as has been the case both yesterday and 
to-da}¥. As a matter of fact, it has been abso- 
lutely atrocious. When it is not raining it 1s 
sleeting; when it is not slecting it is snowing, 
and all the time the gale goes howling on with 
& velocity which seldom falls below forty miles 
an hour. and must at times approach sixty. 
There are occasional tantalising glimpses of 
sun and blue-sky, just to show what April 
weather might he like if it only would, but 
Apparently it will not, and so we purpose to 
carry on without it. 

Í have dealt thus upon the general nastiness 
pf things meteorological by way of imtroduc- 
tion to really good news. We have materially 
widened the front of our attack to-day, and 
dealt the harried Germans a stunning blow 
north of the Vimy Ridze, which we hold with 
4 grip that cannot be broken by counter-attack 
or the. constant burst of shells sent against us 
by a chagrined enémr. , 

Our attack on Monday «wung forward from 
a pivet which just included the end of the 
“ridge. The English troops struck north .of this 
point, and the front On which we are advancing 
has bean extended to a point 1,500 yards north- 
west of Givenchy. By the capture of Bois en 
Hache we have also taken a small hill just 600 
yards ‘rom Givenchy. 

The attack was carried out in the grey houra 
of the dawn, with the same dash, power, and 
precision tha! marked the launching of 
Monday's offensive. The men to the north had 
been eager to strike, and heartened by the 
success attained all along the line they went 
Over this morning with an enthusiasm and an 
nnpulse which swept the frightened Germans 
off their feet Our objectives were carried with 
clock-like precision.
